DEVELOPMENT OP WATER POWER 


Only a i'ew years ago geologists and 


engineers were expressing fear that the 
coal supply would be exhausted much 
sooner than had been 
estimated. 
It 


would not be very long, they warned, be- 
fore the world would be without fuel. 


The usual thing happened. 
A new 


supply was found. 
Power derived from 


water became a cheap alternative for 
power produced by coal. 
"Whenever we 


grew alarmed about the shortage of some 
sort of a necessity, we find either a new 
supply or invent something equally as 
serviceable or better. 
-- 


The Northern States Power company, 


serving cities and towns in Minnesota, 
•the Dakotas, 
Wisconsin, Illinois and 


Iowa, is to increase the generating capac- 
ity of the plant at St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis by 306.000 horsepower.^. Similar 
development is projected, along the Miss- 
issippi river by otherseornpanies. 


The time may come when coal will be 


valuable chiefly for the commercial by- 
products derived from it. Power, heat and 
fuel will be taken not only from the wa- 
ter but from the air. as is planned in 
Englarid right now and from the sun. 


INVESTIGATING RAIL EQUIPMENT 


Can the railroads transport the com- 


merce of the United States? Have they 
ample locomotive and car equipment? 
Are the cars and enginps in satisfactory 
condition? How many more locomotives 
and cars are needed, and what will they 
cost? 


The foregoing questions give some idea 


of the scope and purpose of an investiga- 
tion which the Interstate Commerce com- 
mission had begun. The commission hopes 
to determine and it can do so. whether 
there is a shortage of equipment, and 
what measures should be taken to make 
the carriers wholly efficient. 


An impression prevails, based on^ ex- 


perience, that the railroads have not de- 
veloped in proportion to the growth of 
commerce. 
It will probably be many 


years before transportation can catch xip 
with trade, but the commission,--with the" 
statistics obtained, will have evidence 
which will enable it to order the service 
improved. 


Transportation 
facilities 
probably 


would be improved greatly were the rail- 
roads consolidated into larger systems. 
Merging of five lines into the New York, 
Chicago and St. Louis railroad, establish- 
ing a route from the Atlantic ocean to 
Chicago, the Mississippi river and the 
Ohici river, is a step forward toward the 
desired result. 


Lines that are financially weak would 


be strengthened through unification, and 
the general service would be much im- 
proved. 
However, it is because there 


are weak properties that mergei^tannot 
be effected as, easily and speedily as we 
should 
like. As 
consolidations 
are 


brought about, it is advisable to. bear in 
mind that competition must not be whol- 
ly eliminated. An opinion has prevailed 
that federal and state regulation has 
proved to be better than, a substitute for 
rivalry for tonnage. 
"While the idea ap- 


plies in many instances, it does not suit 
in all.

Health Talks

CHILBLAINS 


Persons •with feeble circulation are subpect to 


"chilblains. 
And barring exceptional instances of 


organic disease, feeble circulation is attributable 
usually to the habit of coddling (wearing more cloth- 
ing than comfort requires and relying upon exces- 
sive artificial warmth to keep the body warm) or 
neglect of regular daily exercise or both of these 
sins combined. In little ones the trouble is .chiefly 
coddling; in older persons it is chiefly laziness and 
the low cost of fliwering. 
Occasionally chilblain 


occurs when the victim is neither lazy nor coddled, 
but either subject to some disease which impairs 
the circulation or exposed to extraordinary cold and 
wet. I frankly'acknowledge that chilblain is due 
to exposure to cold and dampness, taking cold 
in the skin, without any reservations or regrets. 
In fact frostbite is the only pathological entity which 
can be proved to be due to exposure to cold or 
dampness. 


The bright or dusky redness (erythema) of the af- 


fected area of skin, whether on the fingers, toes, 
soles, cheeks, ears or nose, disappears under pres- 
sure of the finger but immediately returns when the 
pressure is removed. Tenderness, itching or burn- 
ing sensations accompany the redness, especially 
heat. The chilblain feels cool to the touch, not 
hot. 
' . 
The first factor in prevention is proper clothing. 


Many misguided mothers imagine little tots re- 
quire proportionately more clothing to keep them 
comfortable in winter than adults do. This is a 
serious mistake. Children naturally have a more 
efficient internal heating system than adults and as 
a rule they suffer depression if they are heavily 
loaded with all sorts of coddling calculated to "pro- 
tect" them from "taking cold." I do not advise 
bare knees as an essential mode for all children, 
but I say that there is 110 doubt that children who 
go barekneed throughout tho winter are less sus- 
ceptible to disease, and warmer or more comfort- 
able in the severest cold, than are children who 
are coddled. The less clothing a child, or anybody 
else, wears at any time and in any environment 
having due regard for physical (not mental) com- 
fort, the better for health. 


Excessive sweating of the feet favors chilblain. 


If the stockings are very damp when removed, 
the sweating should be controlled by proper treat- 
ment. Wool or cashmere stocking feet are advis- 
able, provided underclothing of similar tbxture is 
worn, but not, I think, when cotton or linen under- 
clothing is worn in winter. Cork insoles afford good 
insulation for the feet. Care should be taken to 
avoid steel or iron pegs in soles or heels. Rubbers 
rather favor chilblain and should never be worn 
except when one must walk through the wet. 
Tight shoes impede circulation and favor chil- 
blain. Low shoes or oxfords are preferable to high 
shoes or boots tightly buttoned or laced about the 
anklo or leg. 


To relieve chilblain rub the affected area with 


camphorated oil (camphor liniment) or witch hazel 
or bay rum, then paint with a solution of two 
drams of ichthyol in an ounce of water, and powder 
with talcum, or in mild cases omit the ichthyol.

X-ray treatment will shrink tonsils and adenoids in 
children and is the method to be preferred in many 
such cases. X-ray treatment is sufficient for mere- 
ly enlarged tonsils. It is- not \ery effective for in- 
fected tonsils, nor docs it seem to h.ivc much effect 
upon old fibroid or submerged tonsils. 


Whooping Cough 


How long must a child have whooping cough be 


fore there ceases to be danger of giving it to others?

Answer—Average 30 days. 
Perhaps less than 


three weeks in some rases. Unquestionably longer, 
six weeks, in other cases. 
Child should be kept 


isolated until all coughing ceases.

The meeting took place simultane- 


ously with a gathering of Woman's 
Party leaders to launch a" new legis- 
lative campaign for equal rights. 


EQUAL, RIGHTS BILL 


The special task assigned to the 


women lawyers was the giving of ad- 
vice concerning the drafting of equal 
rights bills. 


Judge Kathryn Sellers, who called 


the lawyers together and presided at 
their meeting, occupies the District 
of Columbia Juvenile Court bench. 
She was the first woman to receive 
a federal judicial appointment. 


It is not now as a voter, but in the 


courts, that woman finds herself at 
a disadvantage with man, Judge Sel- 
lers points out. 


"That trouble is," she explains, "that 


our legal system, at its very begin- 
ning, was the work of men. 


"That is why, for so many centur- 


ies, we have had a double legal stJrnd- 
ard—a standard lor man. and a dif- 
ferent standard for woman. 


"The old English common law gave 


woman an inferior position in nearly 
every respect.

''It is particularly appropriate, now 


that we are trying to secure a single 
legal standard for men and womfcn, 
for elimination of the la.w's discrimin- 
ation against women, that jwomen 
members of the bar should be called 
Into consulation and that their advice 
should be sought.
